A week from to-day and tlie National legis- 
lative macliiue will i>o in m'.tlon. Tbe can- 
ilol building Las lieen retUted and refurni.sbed, 
and everything made comfortable for tlie re- 
ception and comfort of tbe rcpreser. ativcs of 
tlie natiou. Several new questions, and many 
old ones, will be Itefore Congress. I»ut '•anibo 
will not oc ^o prominent as her tofore.
